S.O. 321(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of Imports 
ani Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following amendment to Open General Licence No. 1/81, published 
under the Ministry of Commerce Order No. 1/81, dated the 3rd April, 1981:— 

(1) In the said Open General Licence No, 1/81, after condition No. (15), 
the following further condition shall be incorporated:— 

“(15-A) In the case of raw cashcwnuta, it shall be a condition that, 
immediately after the contract for import is entered into, half of 
the quantity to be imported shall be offered to the Cashew Cor¬ 
poration of India for distribution to Actual Users (Processing 
Units) in such a manner as may be laid down by Government 
from time to time. The import contract shall also be registered 
by the importer with the Cashew Corporation of India within a 
period of seven days of its execution.
